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REMARKS

The claims are amended as follows: 

12. (Amended) A graphite powder which is prepared according to the method as 
described in claim [1 1] 1, wherein an interlayer distance (Co) in a C-axis direction in crystal is 
6.730 A or less. 

13. (Amended) A graphite powder which is prepared according to the method as 
described in claim [1 1] I, and wherein the interlayer distance (C 0 ) in a C-axis direction in crystal 
is 6.725 A or less. 
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
